I.E. (Bill) Betts had more than his prescribed 
15 minutes of fame during the past week when 
he resigned from the Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment as chief and in the next breath became the 
California Associate Grand Patron, the highest 
office of Eastern Star. 

Betts has been Grand Sentinel since last year, 
which is a state office, and was elevated to this 
high position in the lodge over the weekend in San 
Jose before about 8(X) people. 

When asked how it feels to be retired, Betts 
grinned and said, “This is retirement? This is actu¬ 
ally the interim between my job and retirement. In 
about two more years I’ll retire.” 

Betts was honored Monday evening at the 
Masonic Lodge by many local residents as well as a 
host of retired chiefs and others who have moved 
on. All are people whom he has known over the 
years. On pages 8 and 9 of this week’s edition, 
highlights of the retirement party are shown in photo 
and many congratulatory messages to the chief are 
voiced by businesses and organizations.

Betts left Bassett, Nebr., deep in the heart of the 
sandhills, with his parents when he was 5 years old 
and they lived in Idaho for years. He came to Cali¬ 
fornia in the fall of 1949 and attended college, then 
went to Phoenix, Ariz., where he married his wife, 
Joan. 

After two years in Arizona, they moved to Pas¬ 
adena, and in 1962, the Betts family moved to Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Their two daughters grew up here. 

An interesting chain of events led to his join¬ 
ing the Police Reserves, Betts explained. 

“1 was working for A1 Embree in the bus com¬ 
pany and he was in the reserves. He talked me into 
joining the reserves in January of 1%3, and two 
years later, June, 1964, I became a patrolman. Sev¬ 
eral of my friends had joined the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, also,” Betts remembered. 


Thurman becomes 

John C. Thurman of Upper Hastings Ranch in 
east Pasadena Tuesday was appointed interim police 
chief of Sierra Madre, filling the position left vacant 
last Friday when Police Chief Bill Betts retired. 

Thurman, a native Californian, is a retired cap¬ 
tain in the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
where he was involved in special enforcement bureau, 
was executive aide to the assistant sheriff and was 
patrol and custody commander. 

He is a retired colonel in the U.S. Army Reserve. 

Thurman graduated from San Jose State Uni¬ 
versity with a BA degree and from Pasadena City 
College with an AA degree. His military education 
includes Army War College, Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces, security management; Command 
and Staff College, Military Police Advanced Officer 
Course and Military Police Basic Officer Course. 

His community involvement includes chairman 
of the board of the Pasadena Boys Choir, past pres¬ 
ident of the Maranatha High School Athletic Boos¬ 
ter Club and of the West Point Parents Club, San 


Gordon McMillan was chief when Betts joined 
the reserves. He went up the ladder to sergeant and 
then lieutenant. When Tom Kendra left, he was 
hired as acting chief. That became official in Jan¬ 
uary, 1976, when he was hired as full-time Police 
Chief of Sierra Madre. 

How does he view all of these years on the 
force, and particularly while he was chief? 

“They have been real good years,” Betts an¬ 
swered, his rosy cheeks grinning in recall. “It is hard 
to leave a department such as this since 1 have so 
many good people who are very professional. I’ve 
seen a lot of young people come up and do well. This 
town is very successful in law enforcement.” 

To what does he attribute the very safe atmo¬ 
sphere in Sierra Madre? 

“It is so safe here probably because it’s a small 
community and we’re able to deal with problems at

Thurman and his wife, Mariann, have three 
children: John, 27, who is a captain in the Army 
stationed at Ft. Hood, Tex.; a daughter, Julie, 24, 
who just received her Masters degree at the Univer¬ 
sity of San Diego and is currently on the admini¬ 
strative staff there; and Maria, 21, a senior at Chap¬ 
man University of Orange, where she is majoring in 
physical therapy. 

Mariann Thurman is a medical laboratory tech¬ 
nologist for a private medical group. 

Thurman told The News, “It’s exciting. Sierra 
Madre has a fine reputation. Chief Betts did a fine 
job; he is very respected. 1 look forward to serv¬ 
ing Sierra Madreans.” 

The interim chief said he has only 1.2 miles 
to travel to the city limits of his new employer, the 
village of Sierra Madre. 

Welcome him during his 90-day stay. Within 
that period the City Council will have found a re¬ 
placement for Chief Bill Betts. 


City raises some fees; others remain 


Some of the municipal fees in Sierra Madre 
have risen in an effort to raise more money for 
the city coffers. Some of these affect city 
residents for such as banners hanging in the cross 
street while others have an impact on building 
and development within the village. 

Building plan check fees have risen from $30 
to $45 while other permit fees have remained the 
same up to $5000 total valuation. 

There are new fees for trash bins, building 
inspections, sewer connections while no 
additional fees have been set for such activities 
which include sidewalk inspection, unpaved and 
paved excavation, etc. 

Zone variance reviews have risen $206 per 
variance with an additional $121 for each 
additional variance. A Conditional Use Permit 
rose $166 over $266 each. Certificate of 
Compliance is up $65 to $315. Inspections have 
risen slightly. Those include furnace, vent, hood 
and van, heating permit inspections. 

Nineteen inspection fees are up $4.50, making 
most of them $14.50 now and some have risen 
$1.60 for $3.20 total. Plumbing permits are up 
$12.30, making the final fee $29.40. 


Several inspections which include such things 
as extra oven, air heater, water heater, are up 
$1.20, making most of them $7.90. There’s a 
new fee of $17.10 for permit issuance. 

Residents will be charged more for response 
to party disturbances—$50. Abandoned or stored 
vehicles rise to $50 a day while copies of crime 
reports will cost $20. Responses to false burglar 
alarms will go up to $280 from $150 for three 
responses in 12 months. 

Dog owners should take note of an increase of 
$5 for licenses, to $13.50, for spayed or neutered 
animals. Others are raised to $19 annually with a 
50 percent discount for seniors. 

Impound fees are $25, going up to $50 for a 
second occurrence and up to $70 for a third 
occurrence. 

Bicycle licensing is up $2 per bicycle, to $5 
every three years. 

Movie production fees have risen $150 which 
makes them $600 for the first day and $300 for 
each day thereafter. If the production does not 
vacate by midnight on the last day, an additional 
$250 will be levied. 

Illegal burning has doubled to $400 per 


early stages. We have a homogenous community. 
We’ve just always been on the top of things,” Betts 
answered. 

He continued, “I started in 1964 at a time when 
there were the biggest problems in Sierra Madre 
canyon. There were party houses, excesses of alco¬ 
hol. In about 1965-66, that changed to drugs. I think 
because we worked so hard over the years, it has 
kept the community from going downhill. That 
doesn’t mean we don’t have drug problems now but 
they’re nothing like they have been.” 

Will Betts and his wife, Joan, stay here? Yes, 
he answered. Will he run for a political office here? 
No, he answered. 

Joan works in an insurance office and they have 
two daughters, Dorothy and Vicki. Vicki is in West 
Lake Village and has three sons and Dorothy is in

Swim lessons are up to $31 for 10 classes 
and to $35 for eight lessons. 

The after-school program goes up to $99 per 
non-resident. Summer and vacation day camp 
rose in price, also, and garden plots are up to 
$20 per plot per quarter. 

Basic meter service fees have risen $1 for 
5/8" meter ($7), 3/4" meter ($7), 1" meter ($8) 
and 1 1/2" meter ($10), bi-monthly. They are up 
to $15 for a 2" meter, $26 for a 3" meter,$37 
for a 4" meter. Senior discounts follow: $4.90 
for a 5/8" meter, $4.90 for a 3/4" meter and 
$5.90 for a 1" meter, all bi-monthly. 

Unauthorized connection to a city line goes 
up to $35 per occasion and unauthorized 
connection to a fire hydrant to $150. The 24-hr. 
notice for turn-off is $20 per occasion and turn¬ 
off charge for non-payment is up $5 to $50. 

Water delinquent turn off/on is $50 per 
occasion and $50 per request. Water meter 
testing is $50. 

Most of the other services, used by the 
majority of residents, remain the same. 


Council agonizes over fair tax exemptions 


Two City Councilmen, Mayor Clem Bar'olai 
and Councilman Gary Adams, voted “no” to the 
motion Tuesday evening that the Utility Users Tax 
in downtown Sierra Madre follow Option 1 or 2 
described by the Main Street Chamber, with a cap 
of $500 on the former and a $200 cap on the latter. 
Part of the motion also included a $1(X) cap to all 
businesses, even the users with the smallest utility 
bills. 

Bill Sullivan, treasurer of Main Street, told the 
council that Option 1 would implement a cap of

$200 per utility per month—on gas, water, electricity 
and the telephone. Individual businesses will be 
responsible to apply for this cap. The maximum 
collection would be $48 per business owner. 

In Option 2, Sullivan explained, a cap of $500 
(for the total sum of all four utilities) per month 
will translate into a maximum of $30 per month or 
6 percent of the total usage of all four utilities. 
The Main Street believes this will necessitate the city 
to employ additional staff to set up and handle pro¬ 
cedures. 

The third possibility would be to impose a $100 
cap for all utilities for businesses. 

Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn MacGillivray, Coun¬ 
cilmen Lee Cline and George Maurer voted “yes.” 

The resolution will be held for the next meeting, 
Aug. 24, “to allow for the proper language to be 
integrated,” said City Administrator Jim McRea. 
McRea. 

The chamber also suggested that the city ex¬ 
empt new businesses from paying the utility tax for 
the balance of the first cycle. “The exemption w ill 
be a good incentive and in all probability will entice 
new business to Sierra Madre,” Sullivan suggested. 

Using these figures, in Option 1, the highest 
paying utility user in town would pay $540 per utili¬ 
ty annually; middle users would pay in the $2(X)s 


and $400s, and the lowest user would still pay $90. 

For Option 2, many users would pay $30 per 
utility monthly with the least users paying $13.50, 
$15.90 and $7.50 per month. 

In other news. Sierra Madre is considering 
joining with Duarte, Monrovia and Arcadia for 
refuse and recycling collection instead of “going it 
alone” as has been done recently. This was first 
explored at the June 22 meeting and staff has been 
investigating the possibilities since the last meeting. 

Assistant City Administrator Sean Joyce out¬ 
lined possible changes such as commercial recycling, 
possible lowering of existing rate, the possibility of 
an automated collection system. 

Sierra Madre City Council urged Joyce to pro¬ 
ceed cautiously and to make sure that separate steps 
to implement the plan would also allow an escape 
plan for Sierra Madre, if that is the city’s choice. 

Within a week, Joyce will talk to the other 
cities concerning their hiring a consultant (which 
Sierra Madre refused to do at the June 22 meeting). 

R. W. Beck and Associates has been chosen 
as consultant since he was the lowest bidder. 

On Aug. 24, the council will make the decision 
of whether or not Sierra Madre will join the other 
three cities in recycling.

The pork did wonders 
for the veal, the meat juices did the same for the 
potatoes and the gravy was beyond reproach. 
With pickles, salad, pie and coffee or tea it 
wasn’t difficult to fall to enjoy a feast.

Early rising meant early retirement, and so 
by nine o’clock I was climbing the stairs to my 
room overlooking Perry Avenue.

Perhaps the tinkle of a player piano or the 
sound of a phonograph from the neighbors. 
But most of all, there were the streetcars. I hear 
them yet, the sound of the brakes as the motor- 
man slowed down to take on or let off a late 
wayfarer. The brakes, the growl of the motors 
as the car started up, the clang-clang of the bell 
created a symphony all their own. They had 
taken care of me safely that afternoon, they 
would take me to work the next day. They were 
dependable and seemingly would last forever, 
and so sleep came easily.

As one might expect, par¬ 
ticularly in today’s market, we found 
something that turned our heads. 

Before I describe it, let me explain what it 
is that’s causing me this itch to “head out.”

“44 acres off Santa 
Rita Dry Creek Road. 2500 square foot house 
with an 1800 square foot guest house...fantastic 
views, etc.” The realtor had never seen it but 
knew it had dropped over $150,0(X) in nine 
months. What the heck! 

As we drove into the gated rancho (big 


gate...that’s nice) I noticed that the road was 
paved...big plus.

Dreier 

criticizes 

court 

attempt 

to derail 

NAFTA 

Congressman David 
Dreier (R-CA) recently 
criticized the effort to 
derail the side agreement 
negotiations on the 
North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAF¬ 
TA) through a federal 
lawsuit. 

“Rather than engage 
in an honest debate on 
the benefits of NAFTA 
to the American 
economy and environ¬ 
ment, a few fringe 
groups have tried to stall 
this historical agreement 
through a lawsuit,” 
Dreier said. “1 agree 
with the consistent con¬ 
tentions of the Clinton 
and Bush Justice Depart¬ 
ments that forcing the 
Administration to com¬ 
plete an environmental 
study before trade 
negotiations are com¬ 
plete is both unconstitu¬ 
tional and bad policy.” 

U.S. District Court 
Judge Charles Richey 
ruled that the NAFTA 
agreement negotiated 
last year violated the Na¬ 
tional Environmental 
Policy Act. He also for¬ 
bade the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration from sub¬ 
mitting the pact to Con¬ 
gress before an en¬ 
vironmental impact 
study is complete. 

Dreier went on the 
state, “While I have not 
yet read the Judge’s full 
decision from earlier this 
morning, I am concerned 
with the portrayal that it 
orders all NAFTA 
negotiations to stop. The 
Clinton Administration 
is not likely to submit a 
formal legislative pro¬ 
posal to Congress for a 
number of months, and 1 
am confident that a reort 
indicating the NAFTA 
will benefit the environ¬ 
ment of the United 
States and the rest of the 
continent will be provid¬ 
ed by the Administration 
before that time.”

My dog had Demodex mites as a puppy. Why 
do they gel them and are they contagious? 

Demodex are a microscopic mite that normally 
inhabits the hair follicles of dogs. Normally, the 
dog's immune system keeps them from over- 
populating and causing problems. In puppies- 
their immune systems are not fully mature and 
the mites can overgrow and cause patches of 
hair loss. It is diagnosed by a skin scraping and 
observing the mites under the microscope. 
Usually they are treated with a special dip or a 
topicalointment if the lessions are smalland 
localized. Demodex mites are not contagious to 
non-neonates. It is rate to see and adult dog 
develop skin lesions from Demodex mites with¬ 
out an underlying systematic disease suppress¬ 
ing its immune system.

Compared to other de¬ 
veloped countries, the U. 
S. Census Bureau report¬ 
ed that the U.S. has the 
highest divorce rate in the 
world (64 percent higher 
than any other country); 
the highest teenage preg¬ 
nancy rate; the highest 
number of abortions; the 
highest percentage of 
youth abortions; the 
highest percentage of 
children raised by single 
parent families; and the 
highest percentage of vio¬ 
lent deaths among youth. 

That’s quite an indict¬ 
ment of the moral, social, 
and behavioral condition 
of modern American 
society. This is particu¬ 
larly true when you con¬ 
sider that our nation was 
born as a religious gov¬ 
ernment. The Declaration 
of .Independence did not 
cQpie into being until a 
d^> of fasting and pray¬ 
er had been observed by 
all the colonies. Later, 


the first official act of the 
new U.S. Congress was 
to select a chaplain. The 
second act was to pur¬ 
chase 20,000 Bibles. Fur¬ 
ther, nothing in our his¬ 
tory indicates that our 
government should be 
independent of moral 
values. 

Yet, while it is dis¬ 
heartening to watch our 
nation and its highests el¬ 
ected officials turn away 
from godly principles, 
even enacting legislation 
that adds to this moral 
decay, we must realize 
that we cannot place our 
hope in any man or any 
earthly kingdom. Our 
hope and our salvation is 
in our Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ. And, the 
only chance for reversing 
our nation’s moral de¬ 
cline is repentance, pray¬ 
er and a commitment of 
faith to live our lives 
according to Holy Scrip¬ 
ture and in a manner 
pleasing to God.

Donald Joseph Stuart 
of Sierra Madre died 
Thursday, Aug. 5, at his 
home.

Terence McNally, who 
wrote the play just open¬ 
ed at the Mark Taper 
Forum, is a rising—well, 
risen—playwright who is 
best known for “The Kiss 
of the Spider Woman” 
(first a play, then a mov¬ 
ie, now a musical on 
Broadway) and “Frankie 
and Johnny in the Clare 
de Lune” (first a play, 
then a movie, “Frankie 
and Johnny”). He is re¬ 
markably good at reveal¬ 
ing the depths and com¬ 
plications of seemingly 
ordinary people, laced 
with oh-how-true humor. 

In “Lips Together, 
Teeth Apart” (the title is 
a mantra for people who 
grind their teeth in their 
sleep) he has set up a 
situation familiar to com¬ 
edy lovers. Sally and 
husband, John, are vaca¬ 
tioning on Fire Island 
with Sally’s brother, 
Sam, and Sam’s wife, the 
irrepressible Chloe. Chloe 
is a compulsive food- 
fixer, caregiver and 
talker, chattering on and 
on about not much, and 
stopping now and then 
to hug a somewhat em¬ 
barrassed John. John is 
working crossword puz¬ 
zles, Sally is at her easel, 
painting, and her hus¬ 
band Sam is worrying. 
He worries about the 
cleanliness of the swim¬ 
ming pool, about the gay 


neighbors and about the 
things that need repair in 
the house. He is a build¬ 
ing contractor and his 
tastes are decidedly or¬ 
dinary. John, rather ag¬ 
gressively intellectual, 
patronizes him. A set-up 
for a lot of comic 
remarks? 

No, because McNally 
has an intense sympathy 
for people, and while 
Chloe and Sam and even 
John provide plenty of 
laughs, they have deep 
concerns as well. Sally is 
subdued because the 
beach house they are liv¬ 
ing in is inherited from a 
beloved brother who has 
died of AIDS, and Sally 
has many regrets. Sam is 
actually a strong, matter- 
of-fact support for her 
and Chloe has a firm 
grasp on reality that 
makes her a sometimes 
exaspereating but de¬ 
pendable companion. 
John’s aloofness reflects 
some deep personal prob¬ 
lems and the four of them 
are friends on a much 
deeper level than appears 
on the surface. 

Roxanne Hart and 
Nathan Lanek are Sally 
and Sam; Andrea Martin 
and John Glover are 
Chloe and John; they 
show us individuals cop¬ 
ing as best they can with

was concerned about the 
cost of this program and 
its return of investment. 

Amy Towner, owner 
of Arcadia Coffee

work together for the
